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Voyages of the “Madison” 
Gx 


First VOYAGE 


N the autumn of 1924 the good ship Madison set sail for a distant land. 

It was her first voyage and with colors gaily flying she steamed proudly 

out of the harbor. On board were twenty-five midshipmen who, 
happy and carefree, were prepared to face any danger. The officers of the 
ship were captain, Roy L. Metzler; pilot, Pat Murphy; admiral, Evelyn 
Kuhn, vice admiral, Gladys Mottice; keeper of the log-book, Fern Schlarb. 
The midshipmen chose “Rowing, Not Drifting” for their motto, purple 
and gold for their colors, and the sweet faced pansy for their flower. A 
band was organized and also a literary society. During this voyage Carrie 
Zeiger and Evelyn Kuhn won honors in athletics. Many sailors were 
members of the chorus and an operetta entitled “The Nautical Knot” 
was given in the auditorium of the Madison. All members of the crew 
enjoyed a wiener roast on an island where the ship lay over for a few days. 
After a fairly successful voyage of eight and one-half months and with 
only two sailors overboard, the Madison entered port “Sophomore” on 
uinearoe.o 25. 


SECOND VOYAGE 


The ship lay at anchor for four months and, with Mr. Metzler as cap- 
tain; Mr. Murphy, pilot; Virtus Felton, admiral; Oswald Hummel, vice 
admiral; Gladys Mottice, keeper of the log-book, and twenty-three en- 
signs on board, set» sail on the eighth day of September, 1925, for port 
“Junior.” Three of the ensigns were members of a basketball team, one a 
member of the band, and one of the Hi-Y club. A chorus was organized 
and two parties were given—one a Christmas party held in Mr. Murphy’s 
state-room and an Easter party on the main deck. On April the thirtieth, 
1926, the Madison completed its second voyage and weighed anchor at 
port “Junior.” 


Tuirp VovAGE 


On September the seventh, 1926, the ship again sailed out of harbor 
on its third voyage with the same captain and other officers with the ex- 
ception of pilot and vice admiral. The pilot having resigned, Miss Larrick 
was appointed to fill that position (a preference has been shown for Irish 
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pilots); Evelyn Kuhn was chosen as vice admiral. One sailor had been 
promoted to a higher position, two sailed away on the ship “Matrimony” 
and two were lost at sea. On this journey the sailors changed their flower 
to the yellow rose. The activities on board included athletics in which 
six junior grade lieutenants took an active part, having many contests with 
sailors of other vessels. A play entitled “His Best Investment” was given 
and an operetta, “The Windmills of Holland,” and on October 28th, an 
orchestra concert was given on deck by officers of another vessel. In a 
music memory contest the Madison crew was defeated, but won honor in 
the Latin contest. On this journey a chorus, glee clubs, and the Hi-Y 
club afforded diversion for the sailors. A banquet was given April 20th 
for the lieutenants and joyfully they sailed into port “Senior” on April 
29th, 1927. | 


FourtH VOYAGE 


September the sixth, nineteen lieutenants sailed on their fourth and 
last voyage in the Madison. The same officers were in command and 
early in the year the lieutenants gave a reception for the new midshipmen. 
Entertainment was provided by these lheutenants in various ways—a play, 
“The Runaways,” was given in the auditorium on December 14, 1927. 
Many of these lieutenants also played a prominent part in an operetta 
entitled “The Gypsy Rover.” Basketball, chorus, and glee clubs pro- 
vided other forms of recreation. wo lieutenants deserted and with only 
seventeen remaining, with the voyage not entirely completed, but the 
shore in sight they hope to anchor the good ship safely in the harbor and 
as the first sailors to complete a four years training on the Madison, may 
they be prepared to steer their bark straight on the great sea of life.
